Tlie Mastei Psge allows esch page of your 
document to be la/ed out in prepsisstion for 
the Layout Mode. The first thing th&t is to be 
done in this mode is to set up the receiving 
81661 for the text and or graphic that is to be 
poored into the GeoPublish document. The 
guidelines that were Mi down in the Master 
Page sequence cm nov/ be used to align the 
ferea allocated for the text or graphic elements 
pf your publish document Most of the guide 
lines are covered over by the text fields, but 
if you look at the graphic to the right of the 
text, you v^ill be able to see the ends of the 
guidelines on the borders of the workpage ! 

The GecWrite text is scooped up via a dialogue 
box Slid "poured" into the prepared text area by 
selecting and clicking the contents into the 
area with the mouse pointer. The area takes 
on a patterned form, (rather like a criss cross 
effect), this tells you that the text has now 
been included into the document. The work, 
however, is not finishtd. The text is in the 
designated siea but has not yet been formatted 
and cannot be viewed until it has been. It is 
also not possible to dter or enhance the text 
until the formatting has been completed. Look 
to the right again and you will see an example. 
The white area to the right is still free of text.

As you can see, by once again loking to the [ geo? j file i mode j dbp j option? p3 
right, the text areas have nov/ been filled, The h:; '^i' k t-ik^ilipi^'^W^iw ""I 



two top texts have been rippled (formatted) 
ai'id the lov/er text is etill in its non- formatted 
state. When the text has been formatted it 
takes on the shape of diagonal lines when 
viewed in the layout mode. It is now possible 
to view the text in the soora-mode. This is 
very much the same as with GeoPaint in that 
it is possible to soom in on any part of the text 
to view it. It is also possible to install a Page 
Layout library for Page Layout files. These are 
kept on the publish disk and cstl be used with 
other GeoPublish files, as with Master Page.

Also, if when you start collecting Clip- Art, you 
go to the trouble of Printing it out, and placing 
them in a folder. You then have yourself an easy 
to use reference library of your ve.ry own. Just 
think, when you need that graphic, its just a 
case of looking tkough your folder not tkough 
all of your disks, I have 
found tkt it ks saved 
me a lot of time. It also 
means tkt you can see 
just what you kve 
compared to tk geoCLUB 
Library.

recognised RAJ^^Link but could also be 
loaded ft'om it ! (I'm not eKclusi^'ely a 
GEOS user,) The other applications that 
make intelligent use of sn REU can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. So., 
having spent this amount of money, I 
resisted the normal temptation of 
rushing to try out the new toy and spent

For those who hs.ven't heard, 
RM-lLink is a "super" REU msnufectured 
by CMD who supply JlffyDOS and Hard 
dri'^'e-s (for the reslly rich !) for use with 
C64 end CI 2 8 computers, Measuring 6 x 
5 X 2,5 inches It has it's own power 
supply plus battery beck up unit w^ich is 
topped up by a trickle charge all the time 
the computer is running, both are 
permanently OM, It has one through port 












fr.v 






cartridge, It uses CMD's improi?ed form 
of RAMDOS and has Jiffj'DOS built in, so I 
saved on ha^lng to buy this chip for the 
computer. There are four slots for SIMMs 
cards and one may populate it -mth either 
up to 4 X Imeg or up to 4 x 4meg of 
these, gimig a total of 16 meg which is 
the maximum the computer can handle. 



One bonus is that if you don't run 
any software outside of Gateway 
that accesses the REU, the 
contents of your RAIVldisk are still 
there next time }?ou boot up,! So 
QuickPik + Stash don't get 
overworked on my system. 

The device sits in the 
Cartridge port and has two 
through ports, one for a normal 
REU and one for a cartridge, CMD state 
that cartridges rnay not be compatible 
with RAMLink - all I can say atout this is 
that my Action Replay mk VI and my 
Wsi-p Speed (the only cart I know of that 
'S'orks in 128 mode!) definitely aren't, 

Along the RH edge there are 
two normal switches, one to 
ens-Uc/dissHe the de-dce (snd Jiff^COS) 
and the other to choose betw^een 
accessing either the REU (if installed) or 
a DACC partition (see below) emulating 
sn REU, There are three pressure 
switches, one to reset the computer and 
the other twci enable one to s^'^p 
RAMLink with either device (drive) 8 or 
9, These latter two may te used at 
8nj?time that disk access is not taking 
place, There are five LED's indicating 
ERROR, ACCESS, ACTIVITY and whether 
you ha's'e 'swapped' with either device 8 
or 9 (see diagram), 

There are three sockets at the 
rear for mains power, battery power and 
a 1 4 way one to connect to a CMD hard 
disk, Tnree manuals came in a 
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ring-binder for RAIvILink, JiffyDOS + 
G6.te\way respecti^'ely, All being excellent 
Slid feirly easy to understand providing 
that one has a reasonable bsckgrourid 
knowledge to begin uith. 

As vyith a hard drive the 
first consideration is to decide on how to 
partition the device, The partition 
options available on RAIVlLink are :- 

Direct Access - (DACC) which 
are more or less the same as an REU 
end may be up to 8192 blocks;

You rnay create up to 32 
(minus the numter of mechanical 
drives) partitions, So with my 1750 
REU I have 4, 5 meg to play ^Ji^th and 
took tvi^o or three weeks of 
experimenting before settling on my 
configuration. 

So how to use 4,5 beautiful 
megab)?tes of RAJs4 disk ? As I sm a 
GEOphile I have to use an aiternati'i'e to 
Vfektench called Gateway and create a 
totally different boot disk and decide 
how the RAL-fUnk is set up before 
starting. So deciding that I'd like a 



second RAIv! drive, I can either have my 
first partition 2048 blocks/Direct 
Access (DACC) or use the 1750 in the 
norms! way, or both ! This is how I first 
partitioned my RAIvILink:-

Earher trial configurations 
had more rjati\'e mode pai'titions in the 
interests of RAM economy, as memory 
is needed for the emulation routine. 
Although this was fine for program 
loading if the program used disk files 
some -w-ould aot the recognise the 
partition as a disk, Further, it is quicker 
to back up the whole partition using a 
disk copier (not possible m^.h a NAT 
partition) rather than a file copier. The 
temp/spej-e partitions come at the end 
of the list to facilitate changes. It is 
possible to erase/create single 
pai'titions but it causes fe^:^«r/no 
problems if they are those at the end of 
the list, 

I ha^ also had pai'tition #1 as 
a DACC to use as a 1 750 REU equivsjent 
e\'en though I ha^-e one sn>'way, This 
gives the advantage of teing able to use 
one "REU" as normal plus one as a 
GEOS Ram disk that doesn't get zapped 
when one powers down. Howe-ver I ha'<;e 
suteequently opted not to retain this 
option m have more RAIs^ available for 
other uses treating the REU as normal, 
i,e. downloading necessary files at the 
end of a session, althox^h they will 
remain intact if I don't call on the REU 
from saiy other application, 

The emulation partitions can 
te formatted just like any mechanical 
drive end respond to all drive 
commands. I have read claims that 



RAIvILink is 10 times faster than a 1541 
end I ha\« tested RL sgainst 
1541/1571/1581 dri^«s in toth 64 + 126 
modes and the figures appear below. 

There is more than one school 
of thought when it cornes to the subject of 
tecking up hard/ram dri^s. The method I 
prefer is to use the device mainly for the 
storage and suteequent faster 
loading/running of prograins rather than 
data storage, This is because many 
C64/C128 programs compensate for the 
computers relatively small memory by 
loading only the 'core' program and then 
requiring to access disks for subsequent 
parts - a process much enhanced with the 
faster access times available. Accidents m'J/ 
happen so I prefer to save data to floppy 
disks as I go. This obvictes the need for 
continual sessions and reduces the risk of 
losing important files. So to this end I have 
teck ups for each partition %vhere these 
are other than a straight down load of a 
ps'tlculsr program ( on others 1 ha-^.^e 
added relevant utility programs etc where 
space allocs and needs require,), I A^?s 
lost everything tmce. Mysteriously when I 
switched on there was just a blank RAIVl 
disk. This must have been caused by some 
sort of surge or similai' phenomenon in 
the mains. I did also lose stuff dmlng the 
'trial' period but this ^TOs either user error 
or necessitated in order to reconfigure the 
beastie. 

A RAMIink Utilities disk is 
supplied with the device of which the 
king-pin of the system is a utiUty called 
RAI^^-TOOLS which has fi'i'e functions: -
